To Koedo (The Little Edo) Kawagoe 
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Hie city of Kawagoe has a historic nostalgic atmosphere, with black 
plaster walls, roofs adorned with gargoyle tiles and heavy double doors. 

You can spend an enjoyable day visiting the landmark Told no Kane 
bell tower in the center of town (which sounded in the castle town 
from the early Edo era), meeting the 500 Statues of Rakan (the Bud¬ 
dha’s disciples), visiting Kawagoe Hikawa Shrine (known for match¬ 
making) and dining on local sweet potato dishes. 

Also, the 8th, 18th, and 28th of every month are “Kawagoe Kimono 
Days.” Kimono wearers walking around town on these days are eligible 
for special benefits at facilities and shops. It’s a perfect opportunity to 
rent a kimono and go for a stroll!

Preservation Districts for Groups of Traditional Buildings 

Kurazukuri Zone (old storehouse zone) and 
Toki no Kane bell tower 

Following a serious fire in 1893 (during the Meiji era) which caused extensive damage in Kawagoe, 
many buildings were rebuilt using the fire-resistant kurazukuri architectural style (with a timber 
framework and thick mud walls). The T'oki no Kane bell tower, which has become a symbol of 
Kawagoe, was first constructed in the Edo era; the current building is the fourth tower to be 
erected on the site.

Sweet Potato" was bestowed on local¬ 
ly-grown sweet potatoes by the daimyo 
(feudal lord) of the Kawagoe han (feudal 
domain), and the fame of Kawagoe sweet 
potatoes subsequently spread throughout 
Japan. The peak season for sweet potatoes 
is October, with beniaka (a sweet potato with 
red skin and yellow flesh) and beni-azuma 
being particularly famous varieties.

Kawagoe Hikawa Shrine 

Ihe Kawagoe Hikawa Shrine dates back to the Kofun era (roughly the third to seventh centuries 
A D.), and is dedicated to the Kawagoe districts local Shinto deities.The shrine is famous as a 
place to pray to find a spouse or for matchmaking; twice a month (on the 8th day of the month 
and on the fourth Saturday of the month) a special ceremony is held for this purpose, which 
attracts large numbers of female pilgrims from 8:08 a.m.

Kita-in Temple 

Kita-in Temple is a historic temple belonging to the Tendai sect of Buddhism that was built 
around 1,200 years ago. The temple contains many National Important Cultural Properties and 
other historical relics, including the room in which the shogun Tokugawa Iemitsu was born, and 
the dressing room used by his wet nurse Kasuga no Tsubone. The “500 Rakan” (statues of Buddhist 
Arhats), one of the three finest collections of Rakan statuary in Japan, are a must-sec for any visitor 
to the temple!

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Next is my hometown of Omiya, which flourished over the centuries as a 

temple town for Hikawa Shrine. With a history of more than 2,000 years, 
the shrine is one of Japans most distinguished, so the name Omiya (literally, 

. — great shrine) took root as the name for the local area. The lush and green 
two-kilometer shrine approach is one of Japans longest-an oasis for both 
~~ shrine worshippers and those out on walks. 

Nearby is The Railway Museum, which will open a new extension and de¬ 
but renovations of the main building in the summer of 2018, and The Omiya 
Bonsai Art Museum, Saitama, which is popular with foreign bonsai enthu¬ 
siasts as a place of central importance for the art of bonsai. You will have an 
enjoyable experience while learning about Japanese culture and history.

Urawa originally prospered as a town for the Tsuki Jinja Shrine, but became 
a lodging town on the Nakasendo Street at the beginning of the Edo era. In 
old times, eel was often fed to street travelers as a local dish, and there are 
still many eel restaurants in Urawa today. 

Urawa is home to many artists and intellectuals, which is reflected in the 
well-known phrase “Writers’ Kamakura and artists’ Urawa.” Urawa Art 
Museum exhibits works from many of these artists. At the museum be sure 
to visit the La Mora pastry shop and try out their famed Urawa Roll, which 
has an elegant taste and refreshing after-taste.

Renowned as 
an ancient shrine connected to the worship of the moon, 
the shrine precincts have many stone statues of rabbits 
(since sacred rabbits living on the moon are believed to act 
as emissaries of the deity).
